TOMB VISITED BY 


250 COUNTIANS 


Two hundred and fifty members 
of the Conewago deanery council of 
Catholic women and their families 
made a pilgrimage to the tomb of 
M other Elizabeth Ann Seton, at St. 
Joseph’s college, Emmitsburg, M ary­ 
land. on Sunday afternoon 
The pilgrim a ire, composed of m em ­ 
bers of the clergy, representatives 
from the Sisters of Mercy and the 
Sisters of 3t.

WALT MASON 
I ^ N a sunny afternoon, 30 years ago, I stepped off, a Sante Fe train at 
Emporia, Kansas, and was greeted by a short, stocky man. who had 
come to meet me with his horse and buggy. 
His name was Walt Mason. 
A little while before I had engaged him to write a poem a day in his 
inimitable, humorous prose form. 
I had been clipping these prose-poems from the "Emporia Gazette’’ 
for some time and the idea occurred to me that they would make a fine 
feature for my newspaper syndicate, just started. I was not wrong. Soon 
hundreds of newspapers were printing them and the greatest critics and 
writers of the day hailed them as unique, 
George Ade, William Allen 
White, Irvin Cobb, James Whitcomb Riley. William Dean Howells, Mary 
Roberts Rinehart, Conan Doyle, and a hast of others, as well as thousands 
of the plain people who read them, were cheered and delighted with his 
quaint and humorous lines, written in prose form, but in rhyme. 
He |vas 4o years of age at that time and had been a wanderer in the 
land, unrecognized and little appreciated. 
Soon, however, this was all 
changed. 
Fame and comfortable wealth came his way. 
But he never 
forgot his friends. 
He immediately began to pay back money that had 
been loaned to him 20 years and more before. 
He was like that — fair. 
.square, and generous. 
He was one of the most lovable men I have ever 
Known, 
He was forever helping unfortunates who came to him, for he 
knew so well what it was to be like them 
He wrote without a single miss for over 30 years. 
A fewr days ago 
at the age of 77 he wrote his last poem and peacefully fell asleep — * 
his work ended. 
Walt Mason had the homely touch, the universal understanding, and 
a heart that was always warm. His mind, too, was clean. He never wrote 
un unwholesome thing. 
William Allen White called him "Hie Poet of 
the American Democracy.” Most of his poems were written in a humor­ 
ous vein, but many were clothed in a beauty that will illumine American 
literature forever, such as his “The Journey,” "The Eyes of Lincoln,” "Tile I 
Little Green Tents,” “Silver Threads,” and others. 
During his assoc ta- 1 
lion with me he wrote about 10,000 poems! 
Millions read them and loved 
them. 
And those who had the rare privilege of knowing Walt Mason, 
loved him. 
Among the first of the poems sent out to newspapers was this one, 
illustrating his more serious vein: It was called "The Sexton’s Inn.” 
Only a little longer, and the journey is done, my friend! Only 
a little further, and the road will have an end! 
The shadows 
begin to lengthen, the eve ling soon will close, and it's ho for the 
Inn of the Sexton, the inn where we’ll all repose. Tile inn has no 
Bridal Chamber, no suits for the famed or great; the guests, when 
they go to slumber, are all of the same estate; the chambers are 
small and narrow, the couches are hard and cold, and the grin­ 
ning, fleshless landlord is not to be bribed with gold. 
A sheet 
for the proud and haughty, a sheet for tile beggar guest; a sheet 
for the blooming maiden — a sheet for us all, and rest! 
No bells 
at the dawn of morning, no rap at the chamber door, but silence 
is there, and slumber, for ever and ever more. 
Then ho for the 
Inn of the Sexton, the inn where we all must sleep, when our 
hands are done with their toiling, and our eyes have ceased to 
weep.

WPA PAY, HOUR 
SETUP DRAFTED 
BY WHITE HOUSE 


Washington, July IO (AP)—The 
W PA pay and hour changes which 
set relief workers to striking by the 
thousands, members of congress dis­ 
closed today, were drafted at the 
White House 
Representatives on the house com­ 
mittee which made a long Inquiry 
into W P A. say the idea was pre­ 
sented to them by Colonel F C. 
Harrington in testimony on 
the 
W P A. appropriation bill, and that 
the language of the amendment was 
written at the White House, 
"It is my recommendation that 
persons employed on projects of the 
W P A. be required to work 130 hours 
per month and that the earnings of 
such persons be on a monthly basis,” 
Harrington, the W P A. chief, told 
the committee. 
His recommendation was the out­ 
growth of a long W P A 
study. 
W PA had trouble trying to adjust 
w’ages and hours under the old sys­ 
tem. 
A building construction proj­ 
ect in Pittsburgh supplies an easy 
example: 
Under the prevailing wage system. 
to earn the amount permitted them, 
bricklayers worked 48*2 
hours a 
month, hod carriers 63’^ hours and 
unskilled laborers 120 hours Plumb­ 
ers worked 50 hours, but their help­ 
ers had to put in 71 y» hours. Com­ 
pressor operators did 56\ hours, but 
those working with jackhammers 
worked 119. 
It took almost three relays of 
bricklayers a month to put in the 
same number of hours that the un­ 
skilled laborers worked 
W PA 
officials 
felt 
that 
the 
monthly wage. and 130 hours of 
work to earn it. would help to weed 
off the payrolls any who might not 
be in actual need of relief 
Actually, the step is one in the di­ 
rection President Roosevelt outlined. 
At the time W P A was being set up 
in 1935. he said: 
“Wages paid are to be larger than 
the dole but not so large as paid by 
private industry, so that incentive 
to take private employment will not 
be lost.”
